Detroit, December 19.—The Lapeer county 
poorhouse was burned last night. Thirty- 
seven inmates were turned out in their night 
clothes. Only one, an insane woman, named 
Bertha Rockwell, dashed back into the build- 
ing, and was burned to death, Another 
woman had run two miles through the deep 
enow betore she was recaptured. She is 
badly frozen, but may recover. The ther- 
mometer at the time was below zero. The 
building, furniture, clothes, stock and provis- 
ions were burned. The loss to the county is 


over $6,000. The inmates are scattered among 
the larmers.
